‘Queen’s Chair were the Conde de Sr. litevan, her 
Mayordemo-Mayor, and the Marquis de Caftel- 
rodrigo her Mzfter of the Horfe. After her came 
the Princefs Urfini in a Chair ; and the Proceifion 
was clos’d by the Horfe and Foot that were on the 
Guard. When their Majefties were arriv’d at the 
Monaftery, the Te Deum was lung by the King’s 


~Mufick, with great Solemnity. . Their Majefties re- 
-turn’d in the fame Manner, and had the Acclama- 
. tions of a vaft Number of People. In the Evening 


there were Matquerades, Morifco-Dances, and o- 
ther Diverfions prepar'd by the City Companies and 
Corporations. The Rebels of Arragon having forns’d 
a Body of Troops, befieg’d Berdun lately ; bat the
